BROWNE ON THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

There is littie doubt that Senater Bréwn, 
of Georgia, has voiced the average sentifent 
of Democratic politicians in regard to civil- 
service reform. “To the victors belong 
the spoils,” is a doctrine, he says, Which 
„ill be practiced until the funeral knell of 
the Government is heard.“ And he might 
have added that this policy will hasten the

But that is a matter which 18 
probably of small consequence to Senator 
Brown as compared with the possibility that 
the Democrats may some day secure the 
opportunity to divide up the spots if the 
present system remains.

He warned his Democratic col- 
leagues in the Senate that when they nomf- 
nate a candidate for President in 1884, and 
announce at the same time that there 
is to be no struggle for the mu- 
titude. of places at the disposal of 
the Government, they will find the people 
cold and indifferent to party success.

It will be seen that the whole ee of build- 
ing levees and the improvements contem- 
plated by the River Commission had refer- 
ence to-low-water navigation. The fact is, 
the river from Cairo to New Orleans is navi- 
gable at low water always. The trouble is 
seasons of high water. Gen. Wright thought 
it possible to confine the river, in its low- 
water channel, to a width of 3,000 feet, some-

This commission, after a personal investi- 
gation of the proposed work, is not very 
likely to advise any such,expenditure. Al- 
ready the apologists for these scandalous ap- 
propriations of last year are suggesting that 
the land donated to build railways is worth 
$454,000,000, and they will claim that the 
South is entitled to as much money to be ex- 
pended in that section. That is a wild and 
senseless expectation and demand. Every 
dollar expended in building mud walls and 


away at the first freshet. No more idle or 
stupid expenditure can be suggested or pro- 
posed. ‘The fact Is, that the whole thing is a 
raid on the Treasury. It is to have $450,000,- 
000 of public. money expended among con- 
tractors and other people of the lower river 
sections. It is to make money plenty in that 
locality, and of course to make certain peo- 
ple rich. Four hundred and fifty millions of 
doliars would run the population of that part’ 
of the country, even on a liberal basis, for 
several years, and still the Mississippi would 
wash away the leyees and dams and overfiow 
the country for miles on each side, just as it 
has been doing since its first discovery.

THE SOUTH NOT SECOMING | PROTEC- 


Recent evidence goes to show that the im- 
pression, which has been gaining ground, 
that the South was becoming protectionist on 
account of its new ventures in manufactur- 
ing, is incorrect. The Atianta Constitution, 
which has been suspeeted of a leaning to- 
wards high tariff, in order to foster the in- 
fant ’” manufactures of the South, comes — 
with the strongest contradiction of 
ports circulated in the North of the South 
of a protectionist sentiment in that quarter. It 
js not only the influential classes dominated by 
the educational and political traditions of the 
South that are anti-protectionist. The manu- 
facturers are outspoken in their opposition to 
the Pennsylvania system. 

A correspondent of the New York Herald 
recently canvassed the ¢otton manufacturers 
of Georgia and the iron manufacturers of 
Georgia and Alabama, and found senti- 
ment among them running stro against 
a high tariff. President Hickman, of the 
extensive cotton mills at Vaneluse and Lang- 
ley, in Georgia, favors the entire abolition of 
the tariff if it were possible. Why should 
he not? His mills are exporting one-third 
of their product to China and Brazil and sell- 
ing them there in successful com »etition with 
British cottons, The Constitution cites the 
ease of a Carolina factory which has sold its 
entire product for nine months ahead to fill 


an or@er in China which it took away trom 


the British manufacturers who have been 
supplying that market. 

President Phinizy, of the Augusta Cotton- 
Mills, the largest in the South, and President 
Estes, of the new John P. King mill in Au- 
gusta, which is to have %,000 spindies, 
united in the assertion that they would be 


glad to see the tariff reduced to the lowest 


possible revenue point, if not abolished en- 
tirely. The tariff they declare to be “ a posi- 
tive clog upon the development of the cotton 
mantfactares of the South.” It does not in 
the slightest help them te sell their goods, 
and it adds to the price of their machinery 
and almost everything else they buy. Mayor 
Courtenay, of Charleston, who is interested 
in both cotton and iron manufactures, would 
use all his influence to secure the largest 
possible reduction in the tariff. 

The iron-men of Northern Georgia think 
they would be helped by a reduction in the 
tariff. President Hillman, of the Birming- 
ham pig-iron works in Alabama, says that 
the average cost of manufacturing a ton of 
iron at his works fast year, including all 
charges, was $12.455¢. All that manufact- 
urers who can make iron: as cheaply as that 
want is a clear field. They can undersell the 
Pennsylvania, ironmasters who declare that 
they must blow ont their furnaces if the 
price falis below $21.50 a ton. 

One of the strong points that can be made 
against the pro ists out of these facis 
is that manufactures rise naturally in this 
country. So great? are our resources that 
manufactures spring almost as spontaneous- 
ly from the soil as our wheat and cotton. 
The South is comparatively poor in capital, 
mechanical experience, and in the kind of 
labor fitted for tactories. But even there, in 
spite of the class legislation to foster com- 
peting industries In older and richer sec- 
tions, flourishing cotton and iron miils are 
established without Government ald. It is 
noteworthy, too, that while the overstimu- 
lated cotton atid fron interests of the East 
are in a state of collapse those of the South 
exhibit only a sturdy vigor. infant in- 
dustries of the South have not been brought 
upon the Government-pap bottle, but have 
drawn their vitality direct from the re- 
sources of Nature, The Coristitution of At- 
lanta is one of the progressive journals of 
its section. Its testimony that the South is 
not turning towards protection, but against 
it, is most gratifying.

THE STURLA CONVICTION. 

The jury in the case of Teresa Sturia, 
charged with the murder of Charles Stiles, 
yesterday returned a verdict of guilty 
of manslaughter, fixing the penalty at 
one year in the penitentiary. Though 
there’ may be some differences of opin- 
ion as to the short term of . impris- 
onment, there will de a general agree- 
ment as to the justice of the verdict. “Phere 
was no dispute as to the facts ending in the 
killing. The act of shooting was not dis- 
puted. The defense of insanity was hardly 
worth the time occupied in hearing it, and 
evidently was rejected by the jury. But of 
the substantial defense of long, cruel, and per- 
sistent provocation there Was an abundance 
of evidence. So cumulative was the evi- 
dence of provocation that it left room for 

oubt whether it did not amount, so far as 

law allowed, to justification., The jury, 
by their verdict imposing a slight sentence, 
showed how strongly the previous relations 
of the prisoner with the man she killed and 
the life of successive quarrels ami actual vio- 
lence between them bore in the defense of 
the woman. Her personal character, which 
ordiharily would have been to her prejudice, 
caused hardly any damage to her case, in 
consequence of the pretty full disclosure of 
the personal character of Stiles and 
the relations he bore to the ac 
cused, and his -persistent assessments 
of “voluntary contributions” upon her. 
The triumph of the law and of public de- 
cency and justice in this ease is a verdict 
which refuses to justify a cofiviction for a 
killing in this kind of cases. The woman 
shot and killed the man; this she did in the 
absence of legal and moral justification, and 
the jury refused to accept the excuse of tem- 
porary insanity as & palliation for a notori- 
ous crime. The law has been vindicated. 
The attempt to defeat justice by interposing 
the flimsy Veil of temporary insanity between 
the crime and its responsibility has been 
promptly discarded. For this the jury are 
entitled to the thanks of law and order, and 
the people will not overiook or forget proper 
acknowledgment to State’s-Attorney Mills 
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_ which prevail in London, there is frequent evi- 
dence to the contrary in the English papers.

3. The growing of sheep does not give 
employment to one-tenth the number of 
farmers stated. It is only here and there 
that a farmer devotes his whole attention or 
even a large part of it to sheep growing. 
Sheep are only an incident in the farm pur- 
suits of the agriculturists of this country. 
A good many farmers who work rough land 
keep a few sheep to pasture on the hill sides 
and knobs, and others to keep down Weeds;

THE WESTERN UNION PRONOUNCES THE 
DOOM OF THE BUCKET-SHOPS. 

The death-kneli of the “bucket-shops” in 
the city wag proclaimed yesterday at a coofer- 
ence held between a committee of the Board of 
Trade and Col. Clowry, Superintendent of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. As far 
back as last spring a committee was appointed 
by the Board of Trade to protest against 
the bucket-shops receiving the grain 
market quotations from the board 
and pesting them, on the ground that it was an 
interference with tne prerogative’ of members 
of the board, of brokers, and other legitimate 
dealers. The result of the conference was that 
the bucket-shop proprietors refrained from 
posting the quotations for awhile, being en- 
joined by the telegraph company, but it was not 
long before the injunction was set aside as 
naught andthe agreement was being evaded 
with impunity. This led tb another conference,

The Tax Collector of South Chicago is at pres- 
ent in a quandary. He finds by the tax-warrant 
recentiy delivered to him that it is his duts to 
collect a tax of about $90,000 on the personal 
property of A. T. Stewart & Co., occupying 
quarters on the southeast corner of Washington 
street and Wabash avenue. On the lst of May 
of last year, at which time the assessments are 
supposed to be made, that firm was io a store at 
the above lecation, and had a large stock of 
goods, which were daly assessed. In Octo- 
ber, however, the firm gave up dausi⸗ 
ness here., disposed of. goods, leases, and 
everything tangible and intangible, and pulied 
out. Notwithstanding that removal, however, 
the tax remains, and the question in the Col- 
lector’s mind is how he is to collect it, especially 
since it is imposed on personal prope A tax 
on real estate becomes a lien on the Ist of May, 
and any person baying land after that day buys 
it subject to the lien. With personal property, 
bowever, no lien attaches until after the ks 
bave been delivered to the, Collector, which oc- 
curred only a few weeks ago. So of course all 
the goods which A. T. Scewart bad in their Chi- 
cugo store are free from any lien.
